While there are many who are outspoken in 
condemation of the action of Prince Muratin 
haggling over the price of hig title, after hav- 
ing offered itfor sale, Sexe la still a larger 
nuumber who pre fess to believe, 
and doubtiess 
lady’s bid was entirely too low, 
the upset price of a title of equal rank, but 
much more battered and disfigured, which was 
disposed of in the matrimonial market a tew 
days ago,and regard the Prince as abundantly 
justified in refusing to close the sale. It is not 
to be understood, however, that the Murat 
title is n withdrawn from the mar- 
ket. It is merely withheld until competition 
shall become a little sharper, when it will 
doubtless be sold fora good round sum of 
money acquired in lard speculation, petro- 
leum Ventures or some other means of rapidly 
accumulatiug wealth which abound in Amer- 
ica, enabling its new possessor to air her van- 
ity and cause a flood of envious tears to flow 
from the eyes of others of her sex who may 
deem themselves less furtunate.

Commissioner Burnet said this morning:

Ofcourse, there may be a few 
slight amendments offered, but that fs just 
what we want.

As to the necessity 
of passing the law, no arguments are neces- 
gary, as in this case every man bas been daily 
faced with arguments of a very favorable na- 
ture.

The ordinance referred to was printed in full 


in yesterday’s Posr-Disr ron, and is calcu- 

lated to do away with the existing nulfsances 
in the matter of cleaning the sidewalks at un- 
reasonable hours and of littering the streets 
with dodgers, store sweeping and so on. 

The movement has met with the unan!mous 
approval of all fair-minded citizens. Com- 
missioner Burnet has received already dozens 
of letters of approval. 


Concerning Telegraph Poles. 


Yesterday the Mayor beld a conference with 
representatives of the different companies 
baving contracts for lighting the city by elec- 
tricity. The object of this joint meeting was 


to come to a general agreement con- 
cerning the telegraph poles and 
their use bd 1 the companies. 
Heretofore it has been a rule that cach com- 
any should put up ite own poles and 
ake care of ite own wires. This brought 
about avery unpleasant condition of affairs, 
as in some places there are two or three <if- 
ferent lines of poles on some streets. After 
talking the matter over at some length the 
conference broke up, and to-day the Mayor 
issued the following general order on the 
subject: 

In order to facilitate the lighting of the city 
by electricity on and after January 1, 1890, 
permission and authority are hereby given to 
the contractors for said work, to occupy free 
of charge with their wires all poles owned by 
the city of St. Louis, located in the streets or 
public places ofsaid city, provided such oc- 
cupation shall ju no case interfere with the 
use of sald poles by the city government, or 
hereafter to be made; and, provided further, 
that said wires shail be strung and all poles 
shall be done at the expense of said contract- 
ors and under the written permission and 
supervision of the Superintendent of Fire and 
Police Telegraph, subject to the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, as provided by ordinance 
12,723; and provi ided further, that nothing 
hereing contained shall modify the contracts 
for electric lighting existing between said 

arties, or in any manner or to any extent re- 

ease the contractors from any obligations 
thereunder: and provided further, that with 
the consent of the Superintendent of Fire and 
Police Telegraph new pole® may be substi - 
tuted by the contractors for existing poles 

and on said new poles the city sbali have ail 
the space it requires free of charge forever 
and the same shall be maintained and own 


by the contractors.

Those who would perpetuate our pres- 
ent tariff barriers are asking and expect- 
ing nothing from the Pan-American Con- 
gress except that it shall give a good send 
off to a ring of subsidy. grabbers. But 
what is the use of subsidizing transporta- 
tion lines to be operated under tariff and 
navigation laws that depriye them of 
cargoes? 

For twenty years pastiwe have bad 
better steamship communications with 
China and Japan than European nations 
possessed, yet their trade with those 
countries has increased at the expense of 
ours till six of our largest steamers have 
been withdrawn from the service. With 
railroad lines completed into Mexioo, our 
Treasury reports show that our exports 
to Mexico have decreased from $14,370,000 
in 1883, to $9, 242,000 fm 1888. 

On theother hand in those same years 
our exporte to the Argentine Republic 
have inoreased 80 per cent, although our 
only means of communication with that 
country is by ocean tramps,” and 
although the operationsof our tariff have 
in the same time decreased our imports 
from the Argentine Republic & per cent. 
The same ships that took our increased 
exports to that country would have 
brought us increased imports of its prod- 
notas and carried our exports thither the 
cheaper for the back load, if our tariff had 
not stood in the way. 

An established steamship service sub- 
sidized by Brazil, and eager to get back 
loads to that country, has not prevented 
a decrease of 21 per cent in our exports to 
Brazil since 1883, although the increased 
consumption of coffee by our people has 
in the same time increased 27 per cent our 
annual imports from Brazil. 

lf from the countries and islands south 
of us we buy $120,000,000 more than they 
buy from us it is not because the ships 
that bring us what we buy are 
unwilling to go back loaded with 
whatwe have to sell. Abolish the tariff 
on raw materials so that our manufac- 
turers can export their surplus and 
ships to carry all that we can sell 
abroad will be found swarming in our 
ports ready to earry for us as cheaply Gs 
for England, Germany. or France. A 
ship line subsidy in its last analysis is 
either a bonus paid for ssiling empty 
ships,.or itis an aid contributed to one 
line or company to kill off the competi- 
tion of “ocean tramps”? and establish a 
monopoly.
